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PREFATORY NOTE 


Over a hundred years ago, at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century to be exact, this country was of material aid 
to the Staffordshire potters in one of the most interesting phases 
of their art. It absorbed a vast quantity of domestic pottery 
upon which Avas printed, in A T arious shades of blue, views of 
American scenery, of prominent American buildings, and illus- 
trations of historical e\ 7 ents connected Avith America. The tech- 
nical process whereby this crockery Avas produced consisted in 
the transfer of Avet impressions in oil-colors, printed, on tissue- 
paper, from engraved copper plates. 

The importation of these must haA r e attained comparatively 
enormous dimensions, for wares of this nature, Avidcly dissemi- 
nated as they were among American homes, A\ T ere chiefly brought 
from England, and many of the Staffordshire potters relied upon 
their American trade for the major portion of their profits. 

That the decorations on “Historical China,” as it is hoav 
almost universally called, were largely imprinted in dark or even 
in “floAving” blue was due to more than one reason. In the first 
and chief place, blue and AA 7 hite pottery was attractive and ac- 
corded with the popular taste, AA T hile, in the second, the ware 
being of a cheap quality, the covering of dark blue concealed 
all blemishes, blisterings and warpings, and so, while giving the 
appearance of superiority, it could yet be sold at a moderate 
price. 

The leading makers of this pottery Avere Enoch Wood (some- 
times called the Father of English Pottery) and his sons; Andrew 
SteA 7 enson, the first to enlist the services of W. G. Wall, an Irish 
artist AA'ho A'isited NeAv York in 1818; James Clews, the suc- 
cessor of SteA r enson, Avho afterwards himself came to America ; 
Joseph Stubbs, chiefly knoAvn by the work with which he sup- 
plied the American market; Ralph SteA 7 enson, avIio had no con- 
nection with Andrew Stevenson ; R. S. W. and R. S. and W., 
satisfactorily identified as Ralph SteA T enson and Williams; John 
and William Ridgway, avIio, after the death of their father in 
1811, were knoAvn as J. & W. Ridgway; as avcII as several others. 

It Avas James CleAvs avIio issued not only a series of “Pic- 
turesque Views,” after water-colors by the W. G. Wall to whom 


reference lias been made, but also several series of “Literary 
Designs.” Prominent among these were about thirty illustra- 
tions of Doctor Syntax’s Three Tours, a series from paintings 
by Sir David Wilkie (1785-1841) and another of some twenty 
illustrations of the Adventures of Don Quixote de la Mancha. 

The Collection of Historical China now offered for sale by 
the American Art Association is mainly notable for the excel- 
lent state of preservation of each piece herein catalogued. I have 
seldom met with one so generally significant as regards color, 
condition and selection. There is no manner of doubt but that 
several specimens are, to the collector, of much greater desira- 
bility than others, owing to their extreme rarity, and of these 
there will be found a surprising number of examples. Nor should 
reference be omitted to the very extraordinary collection of Early 
American Furnishings which is included. Little less than sur- 
prising is the eagerness which, in the last few years, collectors 
have evinced in all things connected with the earlier history of 
the country. Not only Colonial, in the strict sense of the word, 
but articles dating from after Revolutionary days, are avidly 
acquired. It may therefore be pointed out that the furniture, 
now offered, of Mahogany, Walnut, Applewood and Maple, in- 
cludes Highboys, Wardrobes, Escritoires, Tables and Chairs, 
while that of Hickory and Pine is enriched by the presence of 
Hutch Tables, Wagon Benches and painted Windsor Chairs, 
including a set by Hitchcock in original condition. Among the 
Glass and China will be found examples of Early Jersey and New 
England Glass, and Bennington Ware, while the Silver, now 
almost unprocurable, is noticeable for four several pieces of the 
eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries. Altogether an interest- 
ing and worthy gathering of objects belonging to the days of our 
forefathers.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate 
with the value of the article offered or which is merely a nominal 
or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his 
judgment such bid w T ould be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and 
if any dispute arises between two or more bidders, the auctioneer 
shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in 
dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name 
of the buyer of each lot shall be given immediately on the sale 
thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving 
the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all 
or such part of the purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot 
or lots so purchased may at the option of the auctioneer be put 
up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer and thereafter neither the consignor nor the 
Association is responsible for the loss or any damage to any 
article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases : Delivery of any purchases will 
be made only upon payment of the total amount due for all 
purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage 
warehouse to which purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on 
other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be made — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art 
Galleries will be made only during the forenoon following the day 
of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 


Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have 
been sent will be made on any day other than holidays between 
the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost 
or mislaid may be made at the discretion of the auctioneer during 
the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for 
goods: Articles not paid for in full and either not called for by 
the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by noon of the 
day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Associa- 
tion to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse 
until the time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the 
cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the pur- 
chaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal 
or storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE : The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms 
of the Association makes the above requirements 
necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the 
Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose 
goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to 
be subject to damage and loss. 

VII. Shipping : Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases 
is a business in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; 
doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such 
service. 

VIII: Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to 
catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein and also at 
the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the 
Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imper- 
fection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold “as is” and 
without recourse. 


Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, and the Association will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot 
as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who 
thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result 
were his opinion without foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Associa- 
tion for responsible parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, 
telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a 
purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who 
has not through himself or his agent been present at the exhibi- 
tion or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned 
within ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will 
be refunded if the lot in any manner differs from its catalogue 
description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and 
given with such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, 
and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the 
lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one trans- 
mitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should 
be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also 
be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any 
session thereof, will be furnished by the Association at charges 
commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.

AN UNUSUAL GATHERING OF “SYNTAX CHINA” 


In almost every collection of “Old Blue” you will find at 
least one example of Syntax china, perhaps the most famous 
of all the different series made by Clews. The history of the 
pictures on this china is amusing, for the text was written around 
the pictures. 

Thomas Rowlandson, a caricaturist, says the Circle magazine, 
made a series of pictures representing an elderly clergyman and 
schoolmaster occupying his holidays by traveling in search of 
what he called “the picturesque.” 

A printer, R. Ackerman, saw the pictures, and called on a 
man named William Comb to make the verses. This he did, and 
the pictures and verses made such a success when they first 
came out, about 1815, that many editions of the first book, called 
“Dr. Syntax in Search of the Picturesque,” were published. 

This William Comb, who wrote the verses, was for forty- 
three years confined to the King’s Bench debtors’ prison, and it 
seems a strange place in which to evolve comical ideas. He w T as 
eighty years old when he wrote the “Second Tour” in 1820. 

He not only wrote the verses for this first book, but for a 
second volume called “Second Tour of Dr. Syntax, in Search of 
Consolation.” This was brought out in 1820, and in 1821 the 
third volume was published and named “Third Tour of Dr. Syn- 
tax, in Search of a Wife.” Thirty-odd designs from the books 
were used by Clews on sets of china. 

Indeed, so much in demand are these pictures on china that 
forgers have gotten in their work, and “Dr. Syntax Painting a 
Portrait,” “Dr. Syntax and the Bees” and “Dr. Syntax Mistakes 
a Gentleman’s House for an Inn” have all been produced, but 
the fraud is easily detected by the heaviness of the ware, poor 
printing and clumsy reproduction of the Clews mark on the 
back. 




Note: It is nothing short of amazing to find a set of plates and 
dishes in such a marvelous state of preservation which belong to 
the same series of designs and of which the various pieces are 
exactly similar in subject. It is difficult to-day to procure any 
particular design in these series of \yhat the late Edwin Barber 
called “literarv designs.^ ^ /~\
